rainfall. Excusslvo ralnn huvu retard- 
ed farm work In northern Now Eng- 
land and the northern portion of the 
spring wheat niglon, while the central 
and east gulf suites and portions of 
the south Atlantic roast are In need of 
rain. The middle and Houthern Rooky 
mountain regions continue to 
suffer 


from , Hcvero drouth with dlsaxtrous 
effects to crops and live utock. Over 
the western portion of the plateau 
region and on the Pacific coast the 
week has been decidedly cool, with 
heavy frosts In the plateau districts. 
Dry and warm wOather Is much need- 
ed In Washington und Oregon. 


Except In portions of Iowa and Mis- 


sotirl, where corn-planting has been 
Interfered with by hnavy rains, this 
work has made favorable progress In 
the states of the central valleys and 
the early planting Is generally germin- 
ating well. In the southern states 
corn has made 
favorable progress, 


though needing rain In portlonH of the 
east gulf districts. 


A very general Improvement In the 


condition of winter wheat Is reported 
from the central valleys, lake -region 
and middle Atlantic states.

BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY 


The beet sugar 
Industry, which 


was discussed by the business men 
last evening, is the most practical 
thing for th* city and county that 
has yet been advanced. It has been 
demonstrated beyond 
question, by 


scientific test on the part of Profes 
sor Henry, of the Agricultural Col 
lege, that Hock county Is In the sugar 
belt, and that the. sugar beet raised 
here. Is not rivaled In the 
state 


Thf plant now In successful operation 
' at Menomonee, Is an Immense facto- 
ry, and the farmers In that vicinity 
are reaping a -rich 
harvest. The 


crop is reliable and the yield more 
profitable than 
tobacco, with 
but 


little expense toe. handling and quick 
returns,on investment.'' 


All that is required this year is 


for a number of farmers to raise one 
•or two acres each, and ship the crop 
to the Menomonee lactory so 
that 


the management may. determine Just 
what the 'sugar producing quality Is. 
This sample crop will bo paid for 
by the Menomonee 
factory. 
After 


the working test Is made. If results 
are satisfactory, the. owners of 'the 
northern plant -will erect a plant in 
Janesvllle, costing in the neighbor- 
hood of half a millon dollars, pro. 
vldlng 4.000 acres of land can be se- 
cured by contract to raise a crop. 


The average net profit on raising 


beets Is $30 per acre. This Is after 
all expenses are paid. 


The Menomonee company advances 


$25 per acre to the grower, when the 
crop Is planted, which 
practically 


pays the expanse of raising. Many 
of the farmers In that vicinity are 


. under 10 year contracts. One .man 


planted 400 acres last year on leas- 
ed land ^and netted $8,000. 


The only bonus required for a sug- 


ar factory that will employ from 400 
to 500 hands, flve months In the year, 
. is contracts for acreage necessary 
to run it. The tobacco Industry may 
Interfere to some extent, but there 
Is land enough for both. Many far- 
mers will be willing to raise beets, 
who would not plant tobacco. 
The 


crop is as reliable as corn, is easy 
to handle, and brings the cash as 
soon as ready to market. It pays far 
better than any of the cereals and 
does not exhaust the soil.
